“Caution m ust be used In turnin g 
dairy cows on pasture in spring,” a d ­ 
vises KL J. Perry, dairy specialist a t 
tile New Jersey S tate College of Ag­ 
riculture. 
“In the first place, unless 
certain 
precautions 
are 
taken, 
the 
milk flow m ay be cut down, and in 
the second place, the p astures may 
be injured. 
“In changing heavy milking cows 
from dry w inter feeding to pastu re 
or green feed, it is safest to go slow­ 
ly. 
T h e young grass is largely w ater, 
with only about IO per cent dry m at­ 
ter, and it is very difficult for high 
producers to e a t enough to supply 
the nu trien ts th at will make It possi­ 
ble for them to produce their m axi­ 
mum am ount of milk. 
T herefore, It 
Is best to continue feeding pome grain 
In addition to the pasture. 


‘'Furtherm ore, a cause of pastu res 
becoming thin uud weedy is the tu rn­ 
ing loose of the cows too early In the 
spring. 
Plant growth Is alw ays af­ 
fected by conditions existing above 
as well as below the ground. 
A stalk 
of g ra ss must 
have a fairly large 
leaf area in order to grow rapidly. 
Too close grazing In the fall likewise 
retards spring 
pastures by 
holding 
hack the root growth. 
A fter a year 
or two 
the sod 
becomes thin 
und 
patchy, 
and 
weeds crowd 
out 
Hie 
grass. 
“livery dairym an Is glad to turn his

Several major league clubs which adopted the "board of strategy’’ sya- 
; tem have returned to first principles and now leave th** direction of the team 
I \v7iile on the field I** a single individual. 
The Cleveland indians had as many managers as Paollno Uieudun la it 
i year. and were kicked around th** second division all season, finishing in 
j sixth place. 
This year, Roger Poe kin pan gli, the club's new manager, will run things 
himself without the assistance of a "board of strategy.” 
’Phis is not to say that consolation off th** field is not the essence of 
baseball success. 
No manager would he so pig-headed as to neglect the ud- 
j 'ic e of veterans regarding opposing pitchers, batters aud hase-runners. 
But 
i when the game is on, a single source of direction works better than the 
; huddle system. 
Some clubs, especially those with bench m anagers, have a captain to 
direct th** team while it is on the field. 
Sometimes the captain is merely a 
figurehead, with as much to say about running things as the nickel grey­ 
hound on the radiator cap. 
Sometimes he assumes responsibilities which 
make for divided authority. 
Something connected with Rogers H o r n s b y ’s captaincy of the New York 
Giants brought about his transfer to th** Boston Braves. 
Arriving at the 
training camp of the Braves this year, Hornsby was confronted with a new 
difficulty. 
Should ho accept the captaincy of the Boston Braves, considering the 
fact that Jack Slattery, its manager, was new to major league baseball and 
might he sensitive about the possibility of divided authority 
Hornsby de 
eided he had better not be captain. 
At this Juncture. Slattery proved his worth by not Only insisting that 
Rogers captain the team hut Invited the sta r second baseman to room with 
him and assist in all matters of strategy. 
Naturally, Hornsby accepted, and 
tile Braves will be a far stronger club as the result. 
The New York Giants, after the departure of Hornsby, appointed Travis 
Jackson as captain. 
McGraw is a bench m anager who likes to have a cap­ 
tain in charge of tilings on th** playing field. 
In this respect, he differs from 
Miller Huggins, manager of the New York Yankees. 
Although Huggins is a bench manager, he does not believe the team 
needs a captain. 
It has not had one for six years, ever since Baho Ruth was 
deposed. Since Huggins has won four pennants In those six years, he is en­ 
titled to get along without a captain if he so chooses. 
Some clubs are blessed with a plethora of potential field leaders in addi­ 
tion to a capable manager on the bench. 
Consider the Philadelphia Ath­
